Council felt that a larger number of graduate 
students would be difficult to recruit, and 
would not increase the effectiveness of the 
Association’s representation.

It was decided to distribute a questionnaire 
to all graduate students on their sources of 
income as students. This information will be 
used to seek ways of improving graduate 
student support on campus and to discover how 
the White Paper on Taxation will affect 
graduate students. 

It was decided that Graduate Student Night 
at the Faculty Club, a social evening held on a 
trial basis for the past two months, would be 
continued. All professors and graduate students 
are encouraged to attend each Tuesday, except 
the first Tuesday of each month, at 8:30 p.m. 


CARTOGRAPHIC WORKSHOP 


A cartographic workshop, sponsored by the 
Department of Geography, will be held 
January 5 and 6. It is the first meeting of 
this kind to be organized by a university in 
Canada and will be attended by representatives 
of several universities, the National Research 
Council, private industry, and federal and 
provincial government departments.

All animals under experiment or utilized in 
teaching must be considered to be the property 
of the University. With the exception of 
animals used by the Faculty of Agriculture, 
the ultimate responsibility for their 
maintenance rests with the Director of 
Laboratory Animal Services.
